Every season has its own peculiar 
diseases. Afflictions, that is, which 
are directly related to the climatic 
condition of the season. Summer 
has a. superficial aspect of friend­ 
liness and peace, but in that green 
verdure and among those gentle 
trees and bushes, there are danger 
and discomfort—snakes and chig­ 
gers, fleas, gnats, mosquitoes and 
enemy plants.

Poison ivy or poison oak. Rhus

The oil of the plant stays on the 
I surface of the skin and takes some 
time to be absorbed. If you can get 
to it in this stage and wash it off 
with soap and water you may en­ 
tirely prevent an attack. Ether soap 
dissolves oil better and as the plant 
juice is oily this Is more effective 
than plain soap.

Secretary Stimson s pronouncement should have the effect of quieting 
both complaints. 
The policy so clearly enunciated by him is merely the historic policy 
of the United States, which Secretary Root 
elucidated 
more 
than 
twenty years ago. Americans who go to live in other countries place 
themselves under the protection of the governments of those countries. 
As long as that protection is reasonably adequate their own government 
ha 
no grounds for protest. They should not be encouraged to expect 
more than th at. 
, Similarly, with investments abroad.. Americans cannot expect their 
government to assume responsibility for the risks they have taken. At 
the end of last year American foreign investments, scattered over six 
continents, amounted to more than $17,500,000,000 
The profits from 
these 
investments do not go to the nation as such. 
Consequently 
it 
would be unreasonable to expect that national agencies should be em­ 
ployed in protecting them. The army and navy of the United 
States 
have never bern employed to collect debts. Occasionally a threat to 
employ them has prevented certain European countries from forcibly 
attem pting to collect money owed them by some of our impecunious 
neighbors to the south. 
Secretary Stimson s clear-cut statem ent on these points apparently 
is part of the adm inistration's policy of clarifying our national attitude 
toward other countries, with the object of letting Americans, as wen 
a other nationals, know just what to expect As far back as the blust­ 
ering adm inistration of Andrew Jackson, we acquired a reputation for 
roughness with smaller countries, while handling our equals with assi­ 
duous gloves 
This reputation wa# not altogether deserved; but It has 
frequently been thrown up to us by our neighbors, and It is Just as 
well that It should be destroyed by definite and categorical language 
from the state departm ent.

Every -season has its own peculiar 
diseases, Afflictions, th a t is, which 
are directly related to the climatic 
condition of the season. Summer 
has a superficial aspect of friend­ 
liness and peace, but in th a t green 
verdure and among those gentle 
trees and brushes, there are danger 
and discomfort—snakes and chig­ 
gers, fleas, gnats, mosquitoes and 
enemy plants. Forewarned is fore­ 
armed., so here is a description of 
{«ome of them. 
Poison ivy or poison oak. Rhus 
toxidendron, 
if 
I 
remember 
my 
botany correctly. The victim touches 
the plant and almost immediately 
at the spot of contact it begins to 
sting. Soon a painful blistery rash 
appears. Then other parts of the 
body are affected by the .same rash. 
“As a rule,*’ say the dermatologists, 
“the eruption is self-limited, and 
disappears 
spontaneously 
without 
scarring, in the course of a few 
days or weeks " But oh! the dis- 
! comfort packed into those few days 
or weeks 


eruption. This left four, and noth­ 
ing could make them break out in ­ 
to a poison ivy rash. 
As every victim knows, you can 
have more than one attack, but as 
time goes on the attacks get milder 
and finally complete immunity de­ 
velops. 
A serum has been devolped for 
treatm ent. I t does not seem to have 
any preventive powers. In other 
words, lf you are a poison ivy vic­ 
tim and you are going on a cam p­ 
ing trip and want to take the 
serum to prevent any attacks, you 
are out of luck! The serum will not 
work th a t way. After the eruption 
is started the serum will sometimes 
stop the itching and clear up the 
rash verv quickly. At other times 
it does no good at all. But it is 
always worth trying, because it is 
claimed th a t it never does any 
harm . 
Among other methods of trea t­ 
ment, ether soap Is recommended. 
The oil of the plant stays on the 
surface of the skin and takes some
